It was reported the roof of the

city hall ripped off. 
Police found the body of one 
man in

The city virtually was without 
outside communication as power 
failed.

A heavy rain followed the tw is­ 
ter, flooding the city. 
Roofs lay in the streets, auto­ 
mobiles were wrecked by crashing 
trees.

He is eager to locate the grave 
of his forefather and get a copy 
of his epitaph, but Consul Thes­ 
mar believes the slain French of­ 
ficers’ bodies were taken aw ay on

years after the war, when an up­ 
rising occurred on the Island

QUESTION: 
A neighbor of mine has a shrub th a t is in bloom 
now w ith blue flow ers som ething like the Buddleia (B utterfly Bush), 
except th a t the leaves are divided like the fingers of m y hand.

A NSW ER: 
You have evidently seen a plant of Vitex, the Chaste 
Tree, an excellent Sum m er and early Fall blooming shrub. Like the 
Buddleia it is inclined to be tender and will often die to the ground. 
This does no harm since it blooms sufficiently late in the season th at 
it growls up again each year as good’ as new. 
QUESTION: 
I saw a vine the other day w ith two different colors 
of berries on it. 
Some were turquoise blue and some w ere lavender. 
The leaves looked som ething like a grape vine except th a t they were 
much sm aller and were slightly 
lobed. 
Could you possibly give 
me the nam e of this from this 
m eager description? 
ANSW ER: 
You have unques­ 
tionably seen the plant of the Por­ 
celain 
Ivy, 
Ampelopsis 
hetero- 
phylla, an old plant th a t has long 
been in cultivation, although un­ 
fortunately all too seldom grown. 
You will find it a very vigorous 
plant, w ith excellent foliage, and 
a t this tim e of the year a m ass of 
extrem ely decorative berries. 
QUESTION: I live on a farm 
and wish to get some trees from 
m y own woods to plant in m y yard. 
W hat precautions should I take 
in getting these trees, when should 
I plant them , and how should I 
care for them ? 
A NSW ER: C ontrary to popular 
belief, the poorest place to obtain 
a tree is the woods, since they are 
usually of poor, scraggly habit of 
grow th and extrem ely difficult to 
obtain w ith adequate root system , 
owing to the m agy roots of other 
trees in the ground. 
I t is m uch 
better to obtain trees either from 
the nursery, where they are grow n 
out in the open, or from open fields 
or fence rows. A gain, contrary to 
popular belief, it is not neces­ 
sary 
to 
plant 
the 
tree 
in 
the 
sam e 
relative 
position 
in 
which it was grow ing, as w ith 
the north side to the north, to 
protect it from sun scale. 
W ith 
the reduced num ber of leaves due 
to transplanting it would probably 
sunscald anyw ay. 
This is taken 
care of by^ w rapping the trunk 


down 
it is 
as 


two years. A nother very necessary 
precaution is to obtain an adequate 
root system . A tree w ith a 2-inch 
trunk should have a t least a 2- 
foot spread of roots; a tree w ith a 
3-inch should have at least a 3- 
foot spread of roots, and a tree 
with a 6-inch trunk should have 
a t least a 6-foot root spread when 
transplanting. 
Never plan t the 
tree deeper than it was growing 
in its original location and if it is 
over en inch or so in diam eter guy 
it w ith three guy wires, protecting 
the tru n k w ith rubber garden hose 
This prevents the breaking of the 
new roots by the lashing of the 
tree in the wind. 
Trees m ay be 
planted as soon as the leaves fall 
and until they sta rt to grow next 
Spring.

A N American who knows the Central 


European races well, and has studied 
their history, says that the Sudetens and 
Czechs, now at each others’ throats, are 
really connected racially. 
“The 
feud 
between 
Deutsch 
and 
Czech,” he explains, “ dates back to the 
time when the same people, basically a 
Celtic-Germanic mixture, were conquered 
in part by German overlords and in part 
by slavic overlords, and the first mission­ 
aries 
addressed 
their 
efforts, 
as 
was 
natural, to the rulers and in the rulers' 
language. 
There is more racial difference 
between the basic stocks in the north and 
south of England than there is between 
Sudeten and Czech.” 
This strengthens the impression so of­ 
ten gained by impartial Americans, when 
studying the welter of races out of which 
our nation 
has been built, that racial 
controversies and antipathies are not in­ 
evitable— that most of them are irrational 
and absurd. 
The trouble 
is, the same observer 
points out, that the approach to such mat­ 
ters is based on emotion and racial pride 
rasher than reason. 
“ A tithe of the effort 
spent in trying to subjugate other people, 
if devoted to the effort to live peacefully 
as equals and friends, would solve all these 
problems. 
W a r has never solved such a 
problem, but has increased the mutual 
hatred, lo a point where there is no peace, 
but only intervals of recuperation between 
wars.” * * 
It is a pity that Europe cannot see for 
itself how we do these things in America.

PROGRESS SHOWS NAZI AIM 
W A S H IN G T O N — *To get an idea of what 


the Germans have in mind in Czecho­ 
slovakia, cast an eye over some of the 
latest economic reports from Austria. 
There G erman efficiency already has 
started to make cultural Vienna the H am ­ 
burg of Southeast Europe. 
Work has be­ 
gun on the Main Canal connecting the 
Danube with the Rhine. 
This will give a 
w ale1* route" from the North Sea to the 
Black Sea, will come near fulfilling Bis­ 
marck's dream of a Mittel Europa ex­ 
tending from Berlin to Bagdad. 
Simultaneously Hitler’s cohorts have 
begun work on two great hyro-electric 
projects, the Kaprun Dam and the Traum 
Dam, which will generate about 20 billion 
I horsepower for the industrialization of 
Austrian factories. 
An even better picture is presented in 
Spain, parts of which have been under 
Nazi-Fascist 
domination 
for 
a 
longer 
period. 
Here German scientists have been 
making a minute study of Spanish sub-soil 
minerals, while Italian and German forces 
have taken over the British owned Rio 
Tinto mines and decreed that their pyrites 
bo sold chiefly to Italy and Germany 
rather than to England. 
Also the important British iron mines 
in the region of Bilboa no longer ship ore 
to Britain, but to speed the German and 
Italian 
rearm am ent 
program. 
Mean­ 
while the British rearmament program has 
been seriously retarded — all this despite 
the fact that Chamberlain gave assurances 
to Parliament that Franco was fighting for 
the British, would protect British interests 
in Spain. 
Meanwhile Germany has taken over a 
virtual monopoly of the Spanish airlines, 
is developing Spanish ports, and has start­ 
ed a large textile factory, Filiatures y 
Telidos Andaluses, which will complete 
with British-made textiles. 
Meanwhile, also, Italian imports of 
Spanish ore for rearmament have jumped 
from 33,000 tons in 1936 to 180,000 tons 
in 1937, while imports of maganese have 
jumped from 23,000 to 75,000 tons. 
No wonder the Germans and Italians 
no longer talk about the need for colonies.

WHEN FOOD has been broken 
down into simple chemical forms— 
much simpler than it is a 3 we eat it 
-these forms are capable of being 
burned It is as if wood were dried, 
only much more complicated. The 
green wood is in the condition thst 
our food is on the table—the digest­ 
ive system forms it into dry wood. 
A much closer analogy is the gas 
in your automobile. You could not 
use crude oil, but when the “digest­ 
ive** processes of the refiner have 
reduced it to gasoline, it can be 
united with oxygen in your carbu­ 
retor and produce energy. 
The respiratory system furnishes 
the oxygen which unites with the 
end-products of digestion to furnish 
energy. 
When referring to this union, I 
usually use the simple word “burn­ 
ing”. But I am not sure that it 
wouldn’t be clearer if for a non-tech- 
nical audience I said “oxidation ". 
The oxidation in our bodies is slow 
but very constant. It does not have 
the intensity nor ihe fluctuations of 
a bright fire. But, essentially, it is 
the same thing. 
Recalls Priestley's Work 
Tt took men a long time to find this 
out. I think of the figure of Priest­ 
ley, that fiery liberal minister in 
England in the last part of the 
eighteenth century, and how he 
showed by his patient experiments 
that a candle fire under an air-tight 
bell jar would finally flicker and go 
out and that a mou?e put under the 
same bell jar would breathe faster 
and faster and finally go out like the 
candle. The effect was the same, due 
to the exhaustion of the oxygen sup­ 
ply. 
Because of the lack of fluctuation 
in our processes of oxidation, the act 
of breathing must be continuous, 
steady and even. Of course, la^k of 
fluctuation is a relative term. I 
meant when I wrote it that the hu­ 
man body does not flare up like a 
grate fire and then die down to noth­ 
ingness. Of course, within limits, our 
oxygen needs vary. And as they do, 
the respiratory rate varies. Sitting 
quietly in your chair, your respira­ 
tory phenomena are entirely dif­ 
ferent from that of Glenn Cunning­ 
ham after he has run one of his 
championship miles. 
Lack of Oxygen 
But it is a fact, discovered a few 
years ago by an English physiolo­ 
gist, that exhaustion is caused en­ 
tirely by lack of oxygen to the 
muscles. A man runs a hundred 
yards at IO seconds, and then he 
simply cannot run any more because 
his muscles refuse to obey. It used 
to be thought that this was due to a 
fatigue toxin that was generated in 
the muscles. But the English physi­ 
ologist showed that if a muscle were 
isolated and supplied artificially 
with pure fresh oxygen, it would 
continue to contract (and at maxi­ 
mum speed) indefinitely. 
Our respiratory systems, then, 
are limited in their efficiency and 
can only do so much. But still, the 
efficiency is quite high and we will 
discuss its mechanism tomorrow.

backed by Soviet R ussia’s unend­ 
ing w ar w ith Fascism — to decide 
w hether they will resist or en­ 
danger their economic security.

parade in political trappings and 
today a t Munich the question is 
w hether dem ocracy and dictator­ 
ship can avoid an Im m ediate col­
